GROWTH OF SUGAR 
- BEET INDUSTRY. 


FROM 22,000 TO 320,000. 
ACRES, 


"“A RECORD YEAR.’ 


Since the sugar subsidy was in 


troduced in 1924 the area under 
beet has incrensed from 22,000 
acres to 320,000 acres, and the pro- 
duction last year, in terms of 
sugar was not fa sortof 300,000 
tons, 

_ If the sugar content proves to 
be as good in the coming year, 
Great Britain “should produce 
something like 360,000 tons, 

These facts were’ mentioned at 
wu luneheon of the British Sugar 
‘Beet Society, held at the Hotel 
Victoria. : ; 

Colonel E. Royds, who presided 
in the nbsence of the Earl of 'Yar- 
vorough, stated that in Lincoln- 
shire and, he believed, .in the rest 
of Bast Anglia, beet was the only 
crop grown on arable land which 
paid, and thus enabled many 
farmers, . who would otherwise 
have been overwhelmed ,by their 
losses; to carry on. 

Mr. L. S. Amery, M.P., who fa 


chairman of the Sugar Federation. 


of the British Empire,, recalled 
that, when, the war began, we pro- 
duced'no sugar of our own, and 
that. our Empire supplics had 
dwindled to a bare 8 per cent, of 
our consumption, By progressive 
had built: up an’ im. 
portant Empire sugar industry, 
and from 8 per cent. the figure had 
risen steadily till last year 34 per 
cent. of our raw sugar came from 
Empire sources. 

In Britain a start was made 
by the remission of the duty on 
home-grown sugar in’ 1922, and 
the present system of subsidy was 
Introduced .in 1924. We were now 
among the great sugar producing 
countries of the world. ; 


Residue Market. i 

The rest of the world, continued 
Mr. Amery, threw, its surplus 
sugar on what was called the world 
market, but what should be called 
the residue market, because prices 
ruling in that tharket bore no re- 
lation to the real price of ‘sugar. 

No country’ could hope to save 
its Industry unless special 
measures .were taken, to keep its 
standard above that of the residue 
market.: While that .position had 
gravely affected our sugar grow- 
ing Colonies, it had not so far, 
thanks to the subsidy, seriously 
affected our own beet sugar.indus- 
try at home. 

Sir John Russell, Director of the 
Rothamated Experimental Station, 
spoke of the need for.more exten- 
sive production at less cost, in 
view of the termination of the sub- 
sidy in three years’ time, . 

: Mr, V. A. Malcolmson said that 
they had looked in vain for any 
encouragement in the present 
Finance Bill. , 

‘ Pollution Problem. 

It was stated at the annual meet- 
ing of the British Sugar Beet 
Society, held at the Hotel Victoria 
carlier in the day, that although 
progress had been made in dealing 
with ‘factory waste’ .watera, the 
problem of river, pollution had not 
yet been economically solved. . 

Mr. Alfred Wood, -secretary of 
the Sugar Factories Committee of 
Great Britain, said that there 
seemed to be a widespread belief 
that the factories were accustomed 
to ‘discharge process and other 
water8 into rivers without treat- 


|} ment. 


Actually, ‘when. every factory 
was built, a purifying system was 
ingtalled. Unfortunately, the ox- 
ceptiona) drought last season caus- 
ed a serious setback and, in con- 
sequence, the factories found ‘it 
impossible to do everything they 
would have wished for their .neigh- 
bours who had fishing interesta ‘in 
the rivers, while at the same time 
maintaining. the interests of near: 
ly ‘70,000 workers,"

Chinese “Merchants’ 
Views. 


‘CIVIL WARS DEPLORED. 


~ A meeting of the 
Committee was held on May 8 
when evidence was heard from 
Mr. Fung Kong-un, J.P. an im-| 
porter and exporter of goods to 
and from China; Mr. Cheung 
Man-hing, Manager of the Sou 
Kat Bank, Hong Kong; Mr. Chung 
Tat-ching. representing the Chin- 
-ese. Gold and Silver Exchange Ag- 
sociation and Mr. ‘Tang Shiu-kin, 
UP., Manager of the Tang Tin 
Fuk Bank, Hong’ Kong. 

My. Fung thought-that trade 
depression in Hong Kong was due 
to the impediments put in the way 
of the Chinese purchaser by civil 
wars in the interior, and, not 
merely to the glut of silver 
dollars in Hong Kong, thougir 
amall traders dit suffer because 
of the discount on these and it 
might assist if Government stop- 
red their further importation. A 
Government note. issue would not 
remove this discount and would 
be a costly undertaking to Gov- 
ernment without. any benefit to 
trade. The leading banks might 
remedy this situation in some 
way, if their efforts were not 
nullified by, the, operations of 
speculators ‘who “Imported silver. 
He thought a gold\standard would 
not benefit Hong Kong, 
as China used a) silver standard. 
Restricted import'of silver dollars 
by removing:the discount and in- 
creasing their value might help 
to bring. silver ndaxer parity with 
the bank note. 

Silver Standard Good. 

‘Mr. Cheung thought. that Hong]. 
Kong because of its geographical 
position and its function as.a 
distributing centre must adhere to 
the silver standard until China 
abandons it. The note tended to 
displace the Silver dollar as Cur- 
rency because of its greater port- 
-abllity. Silver being, cumbrous 
was disliked’ and discounted ac- 
cordingly, thus hindering trade. 
The remedy he, suggested ‘was 


Currency 


. restriction of the’ ‘minting and im-| 


port of ‘silver dollars 
by the noté-fasuing banks of un- 
‘Umited = -quantitica ‘of silver 
against the ixsue"of notes.’ He 
thought that Hong Kong currency 
should be brought to parity with 
silver and that the fluctuations fn 
the value ‘of ‘silver hindered this. 
More Notes ‘Wanted, 
». The Chinese Gold: and ‘Silver Ex- 
change Association ° thought that 
the bank note currency in use in 
Hong Kong based on silver had 
been in the past advantageous to 
the Colony. At present the unsa- 
tisfactory feature was the use of

| dollars, the handling and shroffing 


of which being, costly put them at 
discount’ compared with notes. 
his hit small dealers who could 
not avoid receiving them:and found 
difficulty in getting their creditors 
to take them in turn. The remedy 
the Association thought was that 
the note-iasuing banks should issue 
more notes and: absorb’ all silver 
offered. This together with re- 
striction on the minting of silver 
would remove the premium on the 
bank, note. The drop in the price 
of silver by discouraging imports 
discouraged also indirectly exports 
as the one pald for the other, and 
so trade was brought to a stand- 
still. Government should there- 
fore endeavour to prevent the drop 
in. silver. But otherwise it was 
not necessary to stabilise the value 
of the silver ‘dollar as this would 
mean divorcing its value in the 
Colony from its value in China. 
Premium on Notes! . 

Mr. Tang thought it most ad- 
vantageous to Hong. Kong to re- 
main on the same basis as regards 
currency in Chitta,and,,,to\use ..the 
silver dollar as legal tonder. The 
unsatisfactory features’ of the‘ pre- 
sent currency were. the premium 
on notes and the discount’ on silver 
dollars, both of which. hindered the 
free exchange of goods, Further- 
more speculators: » were’ importing 
large ‘quantities: of -ailvér dollars}. 
thus bringing about a glut of-thesée 
And a growin Preference in favour 
of .the' note. |. 

The meeting recorded its ‘thanks

THE 


AN AERODROME IN | 
LONDON? 


SUGGESTED THAMES - 
AERODROME-BRIDGE. 


AIR MINISTRY AND L.C. 


Discussions have taken place be- 
tween representatives of the Civil 
Aviation “Department and of the 
London County Council. on the sub- 
ject of a site for an aerodrome near 
the centre of London. The great 
cost of utilising the roof of Water- 
loo Station—£5,000,000'. was men- 
tioned in Committee on the Charing 
Cross Bridge Bill—Is regarded’ as 
prohibitive, and the -Alr Ministry 
view is. that the aolution of the 


}diMculty may rather depend upon 


improvements in flying machines 
enabling them to ascend from limit- 
ed areas. 

After a recent trial of the 
Antogiro, a type of flying machine 
which ascends from a small acro- 
drome and can alight in a confined 
space, Sir Sefton Brancker remark- 
ed ‘that it might be poasible, by 
developing this class of machine, to 
fly from such a position as the 
Horse Guards’ Parade. to Croydon, 
whence the big air liners start. 

The Air Ministry has not, in any 
ense, contemplated giving up Croy- 
don Acrodrome, but at the same time 
the great disadvantage , to the air 
lines, due to the forty- -five minutes’ ' 
road journey to Croydon Aerodrome, ; 
ig.admitted, It.is a handicap in the 
case of sich ‘short routes as London 
—Paris and ‘London—Brussels, but 
it does not count much to travellers 
by air to Egypt'and India. . 
If it were possible to use the 
Thames near central London as an 
aerodrome the problem . would be 
solved, Experiments with . flying | 
boats and amphibian’ acroplanes 
have been .made in the, Thames, | 
but the | fact that their | 
operation has to be: confined to ; 
scrtain states. of the’. 
shows they would be severely handi- ; 
capped. Moreover, the | nearest 
stretch of water suitable for regular ; 
operation is some distance up river, | 
and the saving of time Peeters 
wauld be negligible. 

The suggestion was made 
that it might be possible to con- 
struct across the Thames in London 
n grent platform, or , nerodrome 
bridge. This would be not Jess 
practicable than the floating {islands 
for the Atlantic, ‘of which one is 
actually being” built’ in America. 

The width of the Thames is suf- 
ficient to form one aide of an aero- 
drome, and if the platform were 
about 800 yards long an aerodrome 
on which big machines could Jand |: 
wauld be formed. 

Such‘a platform would be sib 
ed on piers, the waterway being 
safeguarded and {iluminated. The 
construction would not be nearly so 
complicated or costly as that ofthe 
floating islands, and the cost, it was 
stated by an engineer, would not be 
by any means alarming, 

Revenue could bé derived from the 
air lines and from rentals of build- 
ings erected in association with the 
aerodrome bridge.

The professor's proof consisted of 
two photographs of his process. 
This involved taking 34,000 instan- 
taneous photographs of helium 
atoms moving at a speed of 11,000 
miles. a second at the moment of 
collision with atoms of nitrogen gas 
‘nto which they were propelled. 

When -a helium atom. struck a 
nitrogen atom at such a tremendous 
speed,. Professor Harkins -safd, 
flourine was. formed fot an instant 
which in turn explosively threw off 
ari. atom of hydrogen’ and left 
oxygen.

number of South Wales steamers. 


have been engaged in the River , 


Plate trade, carrying Welsh coal 
outward and grain homeward. Not 
far short of 24 million’ tons of 
coal were shipped from, South 
Wales to the Argentine last year, 
which provided employment for a 
considerable number of vessels.

BRUTAL ATTACK.. 


Police Version Told in 
Court. 
‘EMPLOYEE CHARGED . 


The brutal attack on Mr. Wong 
Lal-woo, accountant of the Chi-

PREVIOUS FAILURES. 


Mr. Horatio Bottomley attended 
for, his public ‘examination before 
Mr, Reglatrar Warmington, at the 
London Bankruptcy Court. He was 
described as a journalist, of Gros- 
venor-gardens, S.W. 

His amended “statement of 
affairs showed liabilities of 
. £116,769, of which £115,899 were 
ungecured, and estimated assets of 
£1,000, apart from two book debts 
of the face value of £11,500, the 
realisable vatue of which was very 
uncertain, 

Of the Nabilities £109, 984 wero, 
returned aa due to the trustee In [' 
the 1922 bankruptcy praceedings, 
being in respect of the unsatisfied 
bal unce of debty according to the 
‘proof of Webt. 

Questioned by Mr.’ Waterer, the 
Deputy Official Receiver, Mr. Bot- 


. tomley said. that he had.failed on 


three previous occasions, but on 
the first two the receiving orders 
were rescinded, ‘andthe adjudica- 
tions were annulled, the debts 
Regarding the 
third oceasion, he said that he had 
been engaged as editor ‘ and 
editorial adviser, and he was ad- 


made 
up." At that date the company's 
| books showed that it owed him 
about £16,000. 

Figure of £1,250. 

On certain figures being put to 
him by the Deputy Official Receiv- 
er, Mr. Bottomley aaid that ‘if 
these were correct they would seem 
to show that he had had out of the 
company ‘about as much as he had 
put into it, and that all that he 
had lost was £1,250. “But,” he 
added, “£1,250 in these days is 
something to me." 

He did not say, however, that the 
figures put by the Deputy Official 
Receiver were correct. He waa not 
responsible for them and had not 
checked them. He (Mr. Bottomley) 
would have to investigate the mat- 
ter.
